StOoUX CITY io., Jan. .-.—Senator 
John H. Jackson will introduce an 
amendment to the law at the coming 
session of the Legislature, eliminat- 
ing double taxation of mortgages.

PIMPLE CAUSE’ OF DEATH ‘ 





It Developed Into Poisonous 
Carbuncle After Finger 
Nail Scratch. 


Lieut. Nicholas Mansfield of the 
Newstead Avenue Police Station is re- 
garded as the probable successor. in 
office of Capt. Samuel J. Boyd of the 
Wyoming Street Station, who died it 
3:40 a. m. Monday at the Alexian 
Brothers Hospital. 

Lieut. Mansfield has been in full 
charge at the Newstead Avenue Sta- 
tion since it was opened. He would 
nave heen promoted to a captaincy 
heretofore, it is believed, but that the 
law did not permit the commission- 
ing of another catain. 

John J. Keely, Assistant Chief of 
Detectives, is also in line for a vap- 
taincy, but his chance at this time is 
not believed to be so good as Mans- 
field's. The Police Board will fill the 
position at an early meeting, possibly 
next Friday. 

Capt. Boyd's death was traceable to 
a small pimple which developed on 
the back of his neck shortly before 
Jan. 1. He scratched it with a finger 
nail and thought nothing further 
about it. Soon it became swollen, de- 
veloping into a carbuncle and causing 
blood potsoning. Diabetes became a 
epg me of this condition. 

Jan. 1, after home remedies had failed, 
Capt. Boyd was sent to the hospital on 
the advice of a physician. Dr. Frank J. 
Lutz performed an operation. The pa- 
tient refused to take an anesthetic. 

For several days his wife and adopted 
daughter, Miss Jennie Boyd, had been 
with him, and Sunday afternoon, 
ing one of several spells of unconscious- 
ness. they wept over him as dead. He 
revived, looked at them and asked the 
cause of their sorrow. 

Sunday night it was known that the 
end was near. A brother, Archie Boyd, 
an actor, was summoned by telegraph : 
from New York. 

Owing to his

while his wife remained constantly at 
his bedside.

the Fourth. In the latter part of 1903 
an investigation of the district revealed 
naturalization frauds among the foreign- 
ers and brought to light a district in 
which young girls were held prisoners. 

The police were charged with knowin 
of these conditions. The grand jury in- 
dicted Capt. Boyd on charges of op- 
pression in office and neglect of duty. 
The Federal grand jury indicted him in 
connection with the naturalization 
frauds. Oct. 21 he was suspended by 
the Police Board. 

After being convicted on the State in- 
dictment he was acquitted by the Su- 
preme Court. He was also freed of the 
Federal charge. 

During the street car strike of 1900 
Capt. Boyd was indicted for oppres- 
sion in office for having failed to ar- 
rest the leaders of a mob which at- 
tacked a woman passenger of one 
of the car» in Carondelet. Capt. Boyd 
Was acquitted of this charge, and the 
jury that tried him voted their fees 
to uid paying the expense of his trial. 
Capt. Boyd showed at the trial of 
his case that the woman had been 
employed by the street car company. 
After a suspension of over a year he 
was reinstated by the Police Board, on 
Nov. 23, 1904, and assigned to the Sec- 
ond District. He has been there ever 
since. Before he was first promoted to 
a captaincy he was Chief of Detectives 
under Chief of Police Campbell. He had 
often served as Night Chief during the 
absence of that officer from the city. 

Twenty years ago Capt. Boyd saved 
a negro from being lynched. Ex-Sergt. 
Harry Dorsey tells the story. Two 
girls, daughters of a farmer named 
Stotz, were attacked by two negroes 
while picking strawberries on their 
father’s farm near Sappington, St. 
Louis County. 

Capt. Boyd, then a sergeant, captured 
one of the negroes in Carondelet and 
took him to Sappington for the pur- 
pose of being identified. At Sappington 
Boyd was met by a@ mob which had 
formed with the intention of lynching 
the negro as soon as he was identified. 
After the Stot% girls had positively 
identified the negro, there was a dem- 
onstration by the mob. Boyd, who was 
quite a favorite in the county, having 
arrested several other offenders who 
were wanted there, placed his arm 
about the negro and told the angry 
farmers that if they laid a hand on 
him he (Boyd) would never do them 
another favor. The leaders of the mob 
discussed the situation and decided not 
to tyneh the negro. Boyd then landed 
his prisoner safelv in the Clavton Jail. 
Capt. Boyd lived at 6335 Michigan av- 
enue. His wife was Miss Virginia A. 
Henley.

LET MR. CORTELYOU EXPLAIN. 

H. H. Rogers of the Standard Oil Co. declares that 
he is “willing that Mr. Cortelyou shall make public 
any transactions that we may have had with the 
Republican National Committee in 1904.” 

The Standard Oil “crowd” controls the National 
City Bank. The relations between the National City 
Rank and the Treasury Department have been too 
intimate and notorious to require detailed comment 
at this time. 

For reasons of their own the Standard Oil group 
of financiers, together with the Harriman crowd, are 
said to be opposing the appointment of George B. 
Cortelyou to be Secretary of the Treasury. For 
reasons of their own. also, the Morgan-Hill group, 
rivals of the Rockefeller-Harriman interests, are said 
to be ardent in their support of Mr. Cortelyou. The 
country 1s thereby treated to the edifying spectacle 
of two groups of Wall street financiers fighting over 
the United States Treasury, which is supposed to 
be administered in the interests of the nation. 

Whether or not the “moral obligations” incurred 
by Mr. Cortelyou as a collector of campaign tribute 





figure in this controversy, we have no means of 
knowing, but the finance committee of the United 
States Senate ought to know betore it reports on 
Mr. Cortelyou’s nomination. 

The Post-Dispatch respectfully suggests to the 
committee that when it meets tomorrow it ask Mr. 
Cortelyou for a detailed report of the contributions 
made to the Republican National Committee, at 
least such contributions as were made by national 
banks, Wall street institutions and financiers that 
have a speculative interest in the Treasury De-

_ Mr. Cortelyou is quoted as saying that “the criti- 
eism of myself is based on false information which 
has no basis in fact. If I had been asked to explain 
the situation before being attacked and placed in a 
false position [ might have had something to say.” 
_ The Finance Committee has not attacked Mr. Cor- 
teTyou or placed him in a false position. Therefore 
he might, with the utmost propriety, appear before 
that body and “explain the situation” so far as it 
relates to his activities as a collector of campaign 
funds. If Mr. Cortelyou can show that he has in- 
purred no “moral obligations” to national banks and 
Wall street financiers, he will thereby have removed

It is that nearly 
all automobiles worth having are now geared to 
exceed the lawful speed limit. They violate the law 
in the gearing itself. 

The law finds its worst difficulty in reaching the 
gearing of the human mind when it has high speed 
possible as a temptation. It can much more readily 
test the gearing of the automobile itself.

In these affidavits it is provided that
